Does the Student Council have the right to chal- 
lenge and consider off-campus issues on behalf of 
This question was raised 
last semester following a resolution passed by the 
Council condemning the San Francisco Immigra-

tion Authority. 


Question arose over the expulsion of two for- 
eign students for their participation in the House 
Un-American Activities demonstration in that city. 
An open forum was held at which Austin Nelson 
and I attempted to debate the issues involved. At 
this meeting I expressed a desire and conviction to 
bring the question before the Council, so that it 
might decide whether a plebicite should be held. 
I presented the proposal to them immediately fol- 


lowing the forum 


It was discussed and debated openly, and many 
questions were raised in regard to its legality, 
practicality, and student support. It was urged that 
by taking such a vote the Council would be sur- 
rendering rights which are implied by the by laws 


From a practical perspective, it was argued that to 


be deprived of these rights the Council would loose 


such a proposal 


much of its reason for existence. Finally, the ques- 
tion arose as to the number of students supporting 


The solution to the present question seems to 
me to be a judicial one. 


It is for this reason that 


the question has been sent to the Board of Justice. 


It shall be within its authority to decide if the 
rights in question are already legally granted or 
implied in the by-laws. 
rights do exist the decision may be appealed to the 
Student Council for a reversal. 

If the Board of Justice recognizes no such rights 
the action of the Counci! shall be deemed uncon- 
stitutional, thus void, If the question is answered 
in this way a plebicite is unnecessary. It seems that
